Loulgville bas been very i:beral im extending 
bid to railroads, and Misw be hoped tha: she 
wil! rote to comtribute the amount asked for by 
the road to which the article of Mr. McDaniels re- 
fers. The City Council recently voted to ald in the 
construction of a road in Indiana, and we cer- 
talmliy should vol refuse aid w an enterprise 
which aks Tor money to be spent wholly In Ken- 
tucky. 

Last winter North Carolina voted pearly thirty 
millions of dollars{.o 1 allroads, one of the most im- 
portant of which 1i!! connect with the Louisville, 
Herrodsburg and Virginia railroad, at Wyithvilie. 
Indiene and Iilteels bave each about Ove times 
as meny miles of railway as Kentucky; Peansy!i- 
vania has about eigh times as many miles, and the 
ttle Btate of Massachusetts has three times as 
many.

The charyes were carefully and patient- 
ly investigated by a committee sppointed by the 
Beard of Trade, and (be result was as might have 
been anticipated—the charge was not suprained.

taken advantage a dy various parties to abuse 
and berate the management ef the road. The 
following article from the Cincinnati Commer- 
cial, & paper published in the city which it was 
claimed the Loulsrille and Nashville rallroad 
was trying to balld up at the expense of Louk- 
ville, Iustrates the manmnerin which the man- 
agi ment of the Loulsville and Nashvilie raliroad 
exhibits diecriminstion, We commend i to the 
croakers:

6 Loutevitie and Nashville ratirced ts ran tn 
the int rest of Louisville, and A it ts the de- 
termination of its Managers to perpeiuate tnat 
policy ‘here can be but like doubt. In attempst- 
ing to carry troutli t# to be expected tat 
vill work agaiost legislation in Keniuctk 
will favor the construction of any road ia 
tu rust of other cities, : specially thove tn the ta- 
terest of Cincinnati. This fact it will be well for 
Kentucktans to know, for they certainly will be 
the locers if cu' off {rom the beneftoffair com- 
titiow In trade. If Louieville is to exacr trin- 
te from all Kentucky in this way the State might 
vs well be fenced tn and let the couimerce of tne 
reet of the world pass around it. 

It is dificult to please all. The simple truth of 
the matter is, the Loulsrille and Nashville rail- 
roed can discriminate velther agaiart Loutrvilie 
nor Cincinnati. without tnjastice. The man- 
agers endeavor to conduct the road, as (hey are 
compelled to doin obedience to their oath of 
office, in the Interests of the stockholders. They 
charge the best rates they can command, and 
move the freight in the order which it is deliy- 
ered to them 19 accoruance with the law regular 
ing COMMER carriers. 

1 ti¢ unfortuaate that the present unprece- 
dented rash of business could not have been 
foresren. The managereof the road no doubt 
would have been giad to bave made the prepara- 
11008 Becéssary lo meet it. Assit is, everytning 
is being Cone to surmount the difficulty. New 
cars have been purchased and are belag delivered 
daily, and the wort-shops of the Comoany are 
busy turning out new cars, and the capacity of 
the road wii! soon be such as to emable the Com- 
pany to forward without detention, all the freight 
that Is offered.
